1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

Status of the Claims 

2. Claims 29-33 have been canceled. Claim 19 has been amended. Claims 19, 23, 
24 and 28 are pending, and are examined in the instant action. 

3. All rejections not addressed below have been withdrawn. 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. Claims 19, 23, 24 and 28, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 19, step f) "recites expressing said protein in said harvested transgenic 
host potato plant tissue by anaerobic induction of said anaerobically inducible 
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promoter;". However no anaerobic inducing conditions are set forth. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Suggested language is adding, "thereby 
producing anaerobic conditions" to step e) as the final phrase. 

Claims 24 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the 
steps. See MPEP § 21 72.01 . In claim 24, the omitted steps include a step of "function 
inhibition" of transcription or translation or both and the specific means of producing this 
effect; and a step of expressing the gene. The term "capable of being expressed" is not 
an active step. The "compensating" conditions and step need to be set forth. 

In claim 28, the omitted steps include a step of "compensating for the effect of 
one of transcriptional, post-transcriptional, translational and post-translational 
. repressors", including the specific means of producing this effect; what the repressors 
are, and a step of expressing the gene. The term "capable of being expressed" is not 
an active step. The "compensating" conditions and step need to be set forth.
